Pants, Aug. 22.—Preparations for a combat 
are being made all along the line. Paris is 
virtually in a state of seige, and every one ac- 
cepts this part of the situation. It is gener- 
ally conceded that the issue of the campaign 
will be decided under our walis, if we are 
able to hold out for a week. Aud we are able 
against an enemy destitute of material for 
carrying on a secige; all France will come to 
the succor of the capital, and will severely 
annoy ite beseigers. As for a diversion in 
their favor, among the Foubourgs, they need 
not count for it, for at this time it would be 
difficult to’restrain the summary vengeance of 
any individnal convicted of treason. I visited 
this morning the line of fortifications between 
Neuilly apd Auteil, An army of workmen, 
aided by the Garde Mobile and men of tne 
military classes, were at work cutting trees. 

The Bois de Boulogne, as far as the lake 
bastions, is supplied with mortar batteries. 
Camron of very heavy caliber have been 
mounted on tLe ramparts apd across the 
roads; diawbridges have been thrown on the 
side of the city toward Passy and Auteil; a 
large number of houses have been demolish- 
ed—in short, this Part of Paris, once se bean- 
tiful, is entirely unrecognizable. On the Vin-

A camp has been established in the plain of 
St. Maur, which commands the passage of the 
Marve. The inhabitants of all surrounding 
localities have abandoned their houses and 
taken refuge in Paria, As for the really et- 
fective force of troops to whom our defense is 
committed, I estimate it, upon authentic 
data in the neighborhood of 1,500 
old soldiers of the regular army, 
5,000 ._Municipal Guards and gene d' armes, 
10,000 sailors and marmes, 10,000 Gardes 
Mobile, of the reserves and Battalions de 
Depot, about ten thousand Nutionale Guards, 
firemen, Ge. Wich this effective force, and 
provisions in abundance, we can hold ius 
enemy in check for some time, 

News from the army of the Mosclle is al- 
ways scarce, What I am permitted to send 
you is this: Bazaine preserves intact his com- 
munication with Paris by the northern 
route, The last battle, delivered 
at Jaumont, bad no other re 
sult. Bazaine also, greatly strengthened by 
the vast fortifications of Metz, is stili master 
ofthe line of retreat by way of Montmedy, 
Stanay, Vouziers, and Valley of Aisne. He 
can, doubtless, by the same route, receive re- 
inforcements, and I have reason to believe 
that a pert of the forces lately assembled at 
Chalons set out for that destination yesterday 
morning. The enemy’é army around 
Metz has at first been superior in 
numbers, but decimated by late battled, 
is incapable, for the present, at least, cf resist- 
ing a violent attack. Reinforcements, which 
it has, are composed of Landwehr and of the 
levies from the Southern States, gathered for 
the myasion of our country. The enormous 
kcsses which the Prussian army has sustained 
will bardly be encouraging to these new com- 
ern, and there is then a marked 
advantage in favor of our troops at 
Chalons, whip defend the soil of their 
country from the invaders. Indeed we are 
all awaiting a biilliant revenge for Woerth 
and Searbruck in military circles around 
Metz. Prussia seems to provoke a war un- 
wortLy of two nations, but one which the in- 
stinct of sclf-preservation forces upon the 
wesker party.

FROM PRUSSIA. 
A Bird’s-Eye View of the Prussian 
Army. 


{Special to the New York Herald. ] 

Benim, Aug. 23.—The German forces in 
France have undergone a partial reorgapiza- 
tion, and, as reipforced and redistributed, 
will go into battle in the following order: The 
first army, under command of Gen. Stein- 
metz, is composed of the First, Seventh, 
Eighth and Ninth Prussian army corps, 
amounting in ali to 100,000 men and 28.000 
cavairy. 

The second army, under command of Prince 
Frederick Charles, composed of the second, 
third, fourth, tenth and twentieth Pragsian 
army corps, the corps of Prussian guards, the 
Royal Sexon corps, aud the division of the 
Grand Duchy of Hesse. This is the strongest 
of the three armies.’ It contains ſorty-eight 
reviments of infantry wito three batteries to 
each, four regimenis of infantry with two 
batteries to each, and thirty-four regiments of 
cavalry, which aggregate in round numbers 
200,000 men and 600 guns, 

The Third Army corps, commanded by the 

Crown Prince, is formed of two Bayarian Army 
corps, under Generals Taur and Hartmann, 
containing each eight regiments of infautry, 
five batallions of riflemen and five regiments 
of cavalry, d one mixed corps of Baden 
troops. The Wurtemburg troops, command- 
ed by Gen. Von Worder, and consisting of 
eight regiments of infantry, two battalions of 
rifemen, four regiments of cavalry and tive 
batteries of artillery belonging to Wurtem- 
burg, and six regiments of infantry, three 
regiments of cavalry avd eight batteries of 
artillery belonging to Baden. Also the Fif- 
tieth and Eleventh Prussian Army corps, con- 
taining sixteen regimenes of iofantry, sixteen 
regimenis of cavalry and thirty batteries of 
artullery. 
The grand total of the Germen forces in 
Franee is five hundred and twenty thousand, 
divided inte sixteen army corps. Up to this 
time three hundred thousand of the land- 
wehr bave entered Alsace and Loraine to in- 
veat and occupy places in the rear and relieve 
the regular soldiers of those duties, so they 
may join their own regiments in the front. 
Orders have been issued to disband the veteran 
reserves called out at the commencement of 
the war.

THE FRONTIER PORTS. 

The collectors op the lake ports are consii- 
erably exercised over the construction of the 
act regulating the foreign and coastiug trade, 
passed July 1, 1870, by allowing vessels to 
touch at intermediate ports without requiring 
the master to report his loading or unloading. 
It will be impossible to keep the statisties of 
the trade of the various frontier porta, The 
subject has been under consideration at the 
Treasury Department, and complaints have 
been received from a number of sources ask- 
ing that something be speedily done to require 
the entry of goods as heretofore. The only 
remedy, however, is through Congress, and 
that Department has no authority to compel 
masters of vessels to do more than the law 
requires. 

TIN VESSELS IN WOODEN CASEs. 

In repiy to inquiries from Western dealers 
in spirits the Acting Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue says in regard to the use of tin 
vessels in wooden casing i r ahipment that the 
law requires a stamp to be placed on the outer 
surface of the vessel containing the spifits, 
and the wooden casing cannot be said to be 
the vessel containing the spirite, therefore, to 
stamp it is not complyirg with the law. The 
ruling is to the effect that when the vessel is 
composed of two casings it must he so con- 
structed that neither can be remoyv.d *sithout 
destroying the uthi:y of the other, aud when 
so constructed will be regarded esa a single 
vessel and the stamping and ma:king may be 
done on the outer surface, Devices 
within the ruling have already been submitted 
to the Internal Revenue bureau and approved.

sets. They will swear they have been that 
way all the time; and thus, as the Demo- 
cratic party, bemg in general out of 
power, kas but few office-holders, it has 
tew Bourbons, and the outside pressure 
upon those will be tremendous. They will 
do an) thing to get office or to keep office. 
Government with them means bread and 
butter. In Kentucky, for example, they 
are not just now national to hurt because 
the Democratic party is not in power at 
Washington.
